Yes, the mulch helps hold mois- 
lure In tne soil in the summer foi 
plant growth. But it lowers tne 
air temperature in fall and win- 
ter by insulating the soil agains: 
heat loss. Tests in October ana 
November showed the air was 5 
degrees lower two jnches above 
plants not mulched. 

In one case there was a tem- 
perature of 28 degrees a week be- 
fore the first frost. The research- 
ers found frost on the hay mulch 
and on the mulched azaleas., but 
no frost on the bare ground or 
on unmulched azaleas. 

They also found the winter in- 
jury to the plants was related to 
how long the plants stayed mulch- 
ed. The longer the mulch remain- 
ed in the fall, the greater the win- 
ter injury.

77,600 HEAD OF LIVESTOCK 
SLAUGHTERED IN JULY 


Commercial slaughter plants in 
the state handled 77,600 head of 
Fivestock in July, an increase of 
12,000 head over July last year.

FESCUE AND CLOVER 
PASTURES 


This is an ideal time in Han- 
cock County to put fertilizer on 
fescue and clover or fescue and 
winter peas. Fescue pastures with 
clovers or other legumes need a 
lot of phosphate and potash. 

Go out now and apply 80 pounds 
of phosphate and potash along 
with 60-75 pounds of nitrogen to 
the acre. Your grazing from the 
fecue will be grown this fall be- 
fore hard freezes set in. 

Where high weeds have grown 
up in the fescue area, clip them 
before applying fertilizer. This 
will get the weeds out of the way 
of new fescue growth. 

If you are interested in making 
new plantings of fescue here are 
some points to remember. 

Plant it on low, wet land where 
other pasture grasses don’t grow 
well. Never plant more than 20 to 
25 percent of your pasture land 
in fescue.
